REPORT 


We invite all persons who sympathize with our aims 
and methods to become members of our Society, whether 
they can attend our meetings or not. The mere avowal of 
their sympathy, implied in membership, will help us; and 
even if they cannot support the Society financially—still in 
their own circle of friends they can make the Society known 
and spread its principles. For financial support we shall 
depend upon regular voluntary contributions. The only 
condition of membership is moral sympathy with our 
principles and aims. 


IL—THE WORK OF THE SOCIETY IN 1897. 


Since its formation in 1892, the West London Ethical 
Society has regularly announced on its lecture cards the © 
various means which were approved at the outset as best 
fitted to attain the ends the Society had in view. In render- 
ing an account of its stewardship for 1897, the Committee 
has therefore arranged the main part of its report under 
the headings of these means in order to show how far it has 
been found possible to carry each of them into effect. At the 
same time the Committee points out that several of the 
methods recommended by the society are being carried on by 
other Ethical organisations. The Committee therefore has 
not thought it necessary to organize specially for these ends, 
but has been pleased to see members of the West London 
Ethical Society working for them independently of the 
Society, from which, however, they have perhaps received 
their stimulus. 
1.—Sunday morning meetings of the Society and its friends, when 


discourses attempting to enlighten the moral judgment and to 
enkindle conscience, will be delivered. 


Such meetings have been held at Kensington Town Hall 
on thirty-five Sunday mornings during the year. The pro- 
ceedings at these meetings have included, besides the lecture 
and the short reading (generally pertinent to the lecture), 
instrumental music by a string quartet and congregational 
singing. 

The instrumental music has been given by Mr. John 
Saunders’s quartet, whose careful and artistic rendering of 
slow movements from the works of the great masters has 
been much appreciated. 

The quality of the singing under Miss Swepstone’s efficient 
leadership has improved during the year; but the choir is 
still in need of additional help, and the Committee would 
urge those who can sing to become members of the choir.

Thus the Society’s lecturer, Dr. Stanton Coit, has delivered 
28 of the 35 lectures before the Society, and the Committee 
takes this opportunity of expressing its deep sense of the 
value of his services not only in this way but in assisting to 
carry out the other means adopted by the Society. 
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2.—The formation of Local Ethical Societies, and the establishment of 
Ethical Classes and Neighbourhood Guilds in London and its 
vicinity, with a view to instruction in civic duties and in ways of 
innocent pleasure, and for the promotion of systematic reforms 


in regard to such matters as health, leisure, and industrial con- 
ditions. 


The Society has never found it possible, owing to lack of 
funds and workers, to establish neighbourhood guilds, and 
as the financial prospect is not encouraging the Committee 
recommends that for the present, at least, no reference 
should be made to neighbourhood guilds among the means 
considered practicable by the Society. 


As to the establishment of Ethical Classes, the Committee 
would remind the members that at their last Annual Meeting 
(in January, 1897) they recommended that a class for chil- 
dren be held at Kensington Town Hall on Sunday mornings 
at the same time as the lectures. In accordance with this 
recommendation a class has been held on 27 Sundays. The 
average attendance has been between 14 and 15, the ages of 
the children ranging between 7 and 14 years. The books 
from the McIntyre Library are a great attraction to the 
children. The success of the class has to a very large 
extent been due to the excellent management of Mrs. 
Branson. 

In the Spring Session a course of six lessons on “ Self- 
control” was given by Mr. F. J. Gould, the lessons on the 
intermediate Sundays being given by Miss Lilian Grey on 
“The Growth of Character,” and on ‘‘ The Duty of Cheer- 
fulness,” Mrs. J. H. Muirhead on “The Duty of Helping 
One Another,” Miss Helene Borchardt on ‘‘ Not Failure but 
Low Aim is Crime,” Miss Worthington on “ All are Needed 
by Each One,” Miss Wilson on “ Work,” and Miss Alice 
Woods on “ Service.” In the Autumn Session Mr. Gould 
gave six consecutive lessons on “ Truthfulness,” Miss H. 
Borchardt three on “‘ Life’s Purposes,” Miss Eva Young one, 
and Miss Michaels two on “ Children’s Ideals.” 

During this last term the teachers were paid for their 
services, for, in a class consisting of children of such different 
ages, none but experienced teachers can interest all; and 
the Committee did not feel justified in continuing to ask 
teachers to give their time both in preparing and giving the 
lessons wholly without remuneration. 

The singing has been conducted by Miss Helen Henschel 
and Mrs. Bass. The cost of the class was £26, towards 
which special donations amounting to £10 16s. were given. 
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In connection with the formation of Local Ethical 
Societies, it may be mentioned that members of the West 
London Society in former years founded the North and South 
London Ethical Societies, and that some of its members are 
active members of those local societies. During 1897 the 
lecturer of the West London Ethical Society lectured 27 
times before the South London, 14 times before the East, 
and 8 times before the North London Ethical Society. 

In 1897 the West London Ethical Society, through its 
Lecturer, was instrumental in aiding the formation of a new 
Ethical Society. Some residents of Battersea who had been 
attending the Society’s lectures at Kensington applied to 
Dr. Coit for a course of lectures in Battersea. Dr. Coit 
accordingly gave six lectures under the auspices of the 
Battersea Labour League, in January and February last, 
and, as a result, in the latter month the Battersea Ethical 
Society was founded. It was admitted to the Union of | 
Ethical Societies in March. This Society has now about 80 
members; it holds Sunday afternoon meetings, Tuesday 
evening singing practices, and Friday evening lectures. 
Dr. Coit has addressed it 15 times. 


3.—Ethical lectures to be delivered before such societies or meetings as 
may be willing to hear them. 


The Society’s lecturer has often spoken five times a week 
before the various Ethical Societies, and it has therefore 
been impossible for him to address many other meetings. 
The Committee has not been able to organize a staff of 
voluntary lecturers among the members of the Society; but 
several of them have delivered addresses before the local 
societies. 


4.—Week-day lectures on the Theory of Ethics and the history of 
Morals, 


The Committee organized a successful afternoon class, for 
the study of Kant’s Metaphysic of Ethics, at Kensington 
Town Hall during March and April. The class was con- 
ducted by Dr. Coit, while Mr. Ellis Thurtell gave Mi 
valuable assistance in its organization. A similar class wi I 
be begun in February of 1898. 


5.—The publication of such pamphlets, periodicals, and books, as wil 
advance the principles of the Society. 


No pamphlets or books have yet been published for the 
Society. 
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6.—Week-day meetings of the members of the Society for the discussion 
of our work and aims, and for the adoption of new plans. 


Four week-day meetings of the members have been held 
during the year. At the Annual Business Meeting on 
28th January, Mr. Leslie Stephen was unanimously elected 
President, and on the 2nd May he delivered a lecture before 
the Society on “Pascal.” The interest shown by Mr. Leslie 
Stephen in the Society in this and other ways has been of 
inestimable value. 

The meeting held on the 6th April discussed the question 
““Whether it is within the province of an Ethical Society 
to take up any definite position in relation to the ground work 
of politics or any social or economic question.” The subject 
of discussion at the meeting of the 28th June was the 
“ Attitude of the Ethical Society towards the Compromise 
at the forthcoming London School Board Election”; while 
the “Right and Wrong of the Engineering Dispute” was 
the subject at the meeting of the rst November. 

The meeting of the 6th April also made a slight amend- 
ment on Rule VI. to provide for the election of more than 
one Treasurer or Auditor if found desirable. 

In addition to these meetings of all the members of the 
Society, smaller local meetings have been held in Hamp- 
stead with some success. It was the wish of the Committee 
that similar local groups should be formed in other neighbour- 
hoods, but this has not been faund practicable hitherto. 


7-—The organisation of a union of the Ethical Societies of Great 
Britain, for the more effective carrying out of the objects common 
to them all. 


In July, 1895, the West London Ethical Society in 
conjunction with the North, South, and East London Ethical 
Societies founded ‘‘ The Union of Ethical Societies.” 


II—WORK ASSOCIATED WITH THE SOCIETY. 


The McIntyre Ethical Library established by the Union 
of Ethical Societies was opened in February by Mr. Leslie 
Stephen, President of the West London Ethical Society. 
There are now in the Library 1500 books whieh are available 
to members. In addition, the Library contains sets of chil- 
dren’s books, which are kept by the various societies for the 
use of the ethical classes. 

A new edition of “Ethical Songs” has been prepared 
under the Council of the Union, and will appear this month. 

In connection with the School Board Election the Union 


of Ethical Societies called a meeting of societies interested 
in the Moral Instruction of Children. This led to the forma: 
tion of a permanent Moral Instruction League for the purp 
of ultimately introducing systematic moral instruction ini 
Board Schools. At the inaugural meeting of the Leag 
addresses among others were given by Mrs. Schwann, M 
Gould, and Dr. Coit. oF 
A weekly journal, called ‘‘The Ethical World,” 
established towards the close of the year, and already three 
numbers of the paper have been published. Money has been 
subscribed in the form of shares in the “Ethical World — 
Publishing Company,” and it is understood that a large 
number have been taken by members of the West London — 
Ethical Society. Dr. Coit is the editor, and it is intended that — 
lectures delivered before the Society shall from time to time — 
appear in the paper; so that although it is not the official — 
organ, of any of the Ethical Societies, its editorial manage- _ 
ment makes it virtually representative of the Ethical — 
movement. oh 
An event of importance to the Ethical Movement in Lon- — 
don was the establishment of the London School of Ethics — 
and Social Philosophy, and the merging therein of the London 
Ethical Society. Dr. Coit is a member of the Committee of —

The Committee wishes to express its deep regret that Mr. 
Russell Rea, who had been the Hon. Treasurer of the Society 
since its formation, and whose services have been invaluable, 
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found it necessary to resign his office early in the year. In 
order to make a transfer of office easier, however, he kindly 
consented to act as joint Hon. Treasurer until the end of the 
Spring Session. 

The appointment of an Hon. Treasurer gave the Committee 
some anxiety, and the acceptance by Mr. C. E.Schwann, M.P., 
of an office of so great importance to the Society is a matter 
for congratulation. 

The representatives elected by the Society to the Council 
of the Union of Ethical Societies were Miss Borchardt, Dr. 
Stanton Coit, and Mr. Findlay Muirhead. Mr. Muirhead 
resigned through pressure of other work, and Mr. Max Herz 
has been appointed by the Committee in his stead. 

In accordance with a vote passed at the Union Congress 
in May last, the representation on the Council allotted to 
each Society was made more nearly proportionate to the 
number of members represented, the representation of the 
West London Society being raised from three to six mem- 
bers as from January of this year. 

With regard to the statement of accounts, it will be 
observed that the Society has a deficit for the first time. 
This is not due to a falling off in the general subscription 
list, which is £80 greater than in 1896, but to a very con- 
siderable reduction of the special donations which in 1896 
consisted mainly of one or two big sums. The present, 
therefore, is really the healthier state. The deficit will 
however have to be met, and it can best be met by increasing 
the active membership. 

The number of members who have joined the Society in 
1897 is 59. The Society deeply regrets the loss of 3 of its 
members by death, namely Mr. Daniel Baker, Mr. Neiles B. 
Billany, and Miss Fanny Littmann. Eleven members have 
resigned and ro who did not renew their membership in 
accordance with Rule V. have been removed from the list. 
The number of members at the end of the year was 439.

NAME AND OBJECT OF THE SOCIETY. 


I-—The name of the Society shall be THE WEST Lon 
ETHICAL SOCIETY. y

Il.—The object of the Society is to contribute, both by 
precept and in practice, to spread moral influences on a 
non-dogmatic basis. 


MEMBERS OF THE SOCIETY. 


III.—The members of the Society shall be all those who 
sympathize with its aims, and who sign and present an 
application for membership. 

TV.—The Committee shall have power to remove names 
from the register of members, for some definite cause of 
offence, to be stated in the resolution removing them ; the 
Committee’s action being subject to an appeal to the Society. 

V.—Members who do not subscribe to the funds of the 
Society shall not be entitled to vote at any meeting of the 
Society until they have been members for six months, or, in 
the case of old members, until they have signified in writing 
to the Secretary their desire to remain members of the 
Society ; and any member failing to signify such desire for 
the space of eighteen months shall, ipso facto, cease to be a 
member of the Society. All other members of full age shall 
be qualified to vote on all questions. ‘ 


OFFICERS OF THE SOCIETY.

VII.—The President, Auditor, anda Committee of fourteen 
members, shall be elected annually at the Annual Business 
Meeting of the Society.

VIll.—The election of Auditor and Committee shall 
proceed by signed nominations, forwarded fourteen clear days 
before the day fixed for the election to one of the Secretaries, 
who shall send a list of the nominations to each member 
entitled to vote, four clear days before the election. The 
election shall be by ballot. The President shall be elected 
by a vote of the General Meeting. : 


MEETINGS OF THE SOCIETY.
